COMPETITIONS 


Competitions and other awards have played an important part in the history of the Royal 
Academy of Music. Bequests given to the Academy, to commemorate members of staff or 
past students, form much of the basis of the prize monies. Other prizes are sponsored by 
corporate organisations or individuals who wish to acknowledge and reward outstanding 
performance. 


Each year there is a wide selection of internally organised competitions open to students of 
the Royal Academy of Music. The Academy encourages students to participate in 
competitions as entering them can be of significant benefit. It gives them the opportunity to 
learn new and challenging repertoire, and to gain experience performing to a critical 
audience — each competition is judged by an external adjudicator, and many are open to the 
general public. 


Every entrant will receive a neutral report which will be placed on their personal file, and 
Postgraduate students entering competitions and doing well are given credit for this as a 
part of faculty activity assessment. On several occasions the competitors have been noticed 
by adjudicators and offered external work as a result of their excellent performances. 
Additionally the Academy's External Bookings Manager takes note of those who do well in 
competitions and may offer them suitable work opportunities should they become available. 


THE ADJUDICATORS 


Adjudicators are known professionals in their own speciality, or people who are considered 
to be representative of current trends in the performing arts. Adjudicators arrive at their 
conclusions independently and without consultation with Academy staff, and their decision is 
final. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


e Termly information regarding competitions can be found on the Competitions Notice 
Boards outside the Duke’s Hall, outside Room G8, and on the lower ground floor | 
corridor near the students’ common room. | 


e Students wishing to enter a competition should read the regulations, to be found in 
this booklet and on the notice board on the lower ground floor. Each competition has | 
its own specific rules which are clearly explained. | 


e A Competition Entry Form, available from a box positioned on the notice board 
outside Room G8, should be completed. This must include the programme and 
duration, and any periods during the competition running time when the entrant is 
unavailable (due to major departmental activities or unavoidable outside 
engagements). Entry into a competition, and the programme performed, must be 
discussed with each entrant’s professor (or the ensemble coach where applicable), 
who must also sign the entry form. 


e Should a student be unable to obtain the signature of his/her professor due to their 
prolonged absence or illness by the last day of entry, a covering signature must be 
obtained from the Course Tutor, without obligation. 


PIANO, VIOLIN, VIOLA, CELLO, VOICE, 
VOCAL OR CHAMBER ENSEMBLE 


Founded in 2004 by the generous sponsorship of The Delius Society, which was formed in 
1962 and exists to encourage interest in the life and works of Frederick Delius. 


THE DELIUS PRIZE 


A prize will be offered for competition annually for piano, violin, viola, cello, voice, vocal or 
chamber ensembles and is open to all current students of the Royal Academy of Music. 


The competition will have a preliminary round to reduce the number of performances up to 
four to compete in the final to be held in the early evening. 


Students will be expected to present a programme of their own choice of not more than 20 
minutes. At least 10 minutes of music should be composed by Delius. The programme may 
also include a work or works by other composers who were contemporaries of Delius (1862- 
1934). 


N.B. Entries including songs in a foreign language are obliged to provide an English 
translation of the complete text, or a precis, whichever is the most appropriate.

FRIENDS OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY OF MUSIC 
MORTIMER DEVELOPMENT AWARDS 


The Friends of the RAM will make available awards of up to £1000 each in order to assist 
the professional careers of the winners. Although awards may be used by recipients for 
such items as travelling expenses to music competitions and festivals and to help finance 
the purchase of musical instruments, preference will be given to those proposing innovative 
schemes and offering evidence of self-help. Requests for assistance with living expenses, 
debt finance or fees will not be considered. 


Eligibility 


Candidates must be full-time students of the RAM who, at the closing date for entry, Friday 
4" November 2005, are Undergraduate or Postgraduate students. The awards are open to 
groups or individuals. Applications from 1st and 2nd year Undergraduate students will be 
assessed separately from those from 3rd and 4th year and Postgraduate students. 


Applicants will be required to submit a type-written case in support of between 600 — 800 
words. 


To be eligible for a prize, entrants must be studying at the RAM. Some ensemble 
prizes will allow a maximum ‘external’ presence of 15%. Prize monies will be shared 
equally among all the winners. Ensembles failing to meet those requirements should 


make a request in writing to the Competitions Administrator for special 
consideration. 


The entry form must be submitted together with the registration fee of £15, paid 
by cash or cheque made out to the Royal Academy of Music, by 5pm on the entry 
deadline date to the Competitions Administrator. (If absent from the office, please 
post through the letterbox in the door of Room G8.) 


If Competition Entry Forms are submitted without all the necessary 


information, signatures and deposit, they will be returned to the student’s 
pigeon-hole. 


Late submissions will only be accepted in exceptional circumstances, and will 
be subject to a £5 cash fee. 


In exceptional cases, an ‘official’ accompanist may be provided by the Academy for a 
competition, and a certain amount of rehearsal with each entrant prior to it. In these 
circumstances details will be posted on the Prize Noticeboards as soon as possible. 
Extra rehearsals with official accompanists must be arranged on a private basis at 
the competitor's own expense. 


lf you need any special arrangements to be made due to a disability, please inform 
the Competitions Administrator on application. 


The Academy reserves the right to revise the regulations of competitions in cases of 
excess entry applications, or as necessary. Similarly, competitions for which 
insufficient entries are received may be postponed or cancelled.Special 
announcements concerning individual competitions will be advertised on the 
noticeboards as soon as possible. 


Competition ‘call-up’ times are posted as soon after the entry deadline as possible 
on all the competition notice boards and occassionally on some departmental notice 
boards. 


lf a student withdraws within two weeks of a competition, or fails to attend on the 
day, the £15 deposit will be forfeited, unless non-participation is due to illness, in 
which case a doctor's the certificate/letter must be provided, or if within two weeks 
before the competition the Academy schedules a conflicting compulsory activity. 


With the exception of programmes with ‘set-works’, an original score(s) of the music 
to be performed must be given to the adjudicator on the day. 


Students are expected to attend the adjudication at the conclusion of each 
competition. If this is not possible due to a compulsory departmental activity or 
unavoidable outside engagement, they must inform the Competitions Administrator 
in advance. If a problem arises on the day, the steward on duty outside the 
roor/hall where the competition is held must be informed. 


Students who have won a competition are not eligible to enter the same competition 
in subsequent years. In the case of ensembles previous winners are permitted to 
enter as a member of a different group. 
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Application forms and full terms and conditions for the Mortimer Award Scheme can be 
obtained from the General Office, and returned to The Competitions Administrator by the 
closing date. 


The decision of the Friend’s Selection Committee will be final and they reserve the right not 
to make the awards should the quality of applications not be of a sufficient standard.

Anne’s & Saint Agnes, Gresham Street, during the following autumn midday concert 
season. 


If in the opinion of the adjudicator the standard in the competition is particularly high the 
RUTSON PRIZE may be awarded in addition to the main awards.

A substantial prize will be offered for competition annually in the Summer for ensemble 
performances of music composed before 1800. 


Ensembles should contain at least one original (or replica) instrument of the period 
(i.e. a modern built harpsichord would be acceptable); entries using other baroque 
instruments are warmly welcomed. Ensembles should consist of between 3 and 6 players

and all members should be current students of the RAM and are allowed to play in 
more than one group. 


There will normally be a 1st, 2nd and 3rd prize awarded at the discretion of the adjudicators. 


The competition will have a preliminary round to reduce the number of ensembles to three to 
compete in the final to be held approximately two weeks later in the early evening.

N.B. Groups including a vocal piece in a foreign language are obliged to provide an English 
translation of the complete text, or a precis, whichever is the most appropriate.

Rules 


Fe The Prize shall be awarded following preliminary rounds and final concert, where one 
person or ensemble shall be deemed the prize winner(s). 


The Prize is open to students of the RAM in the following categories: 
1. 4th year Undergraduates 
A All Postgraduate students 


Holders of post-student fellowships, affiliated or exchange students may accompany 
contestants but will not be eligible to receive any prize. 


2. The Prize is for solo instrument, voice or ensembles (of up to 13 members including 
conductor). All members of an ensemble must belong to one of the two categories. 


3. Players must provide their own accompanists if needed. (If the accompanists is a RAM 
Student, they are eligible for the Vivian Langrish Memorial Trust.) 


4. There shall be a free choice of repertoire lasting between 20 and (not more than) 25 
minutes. These timings may not be exceeded and must include all breaks. 


6. Preliminary rounds will be held in the same week as the final, which will be after the 
annual examinations in 2006. In the preliminary rounds the candidates should present 
15 minutes of the repertoire to be presented at the final concert. There will be reports 
from the adjudicators of the preliminary rounds. The final round will be in the form of a 
concert which will take place in the Duke’s Hall. 


rf The adjudicating panel will be made up of distinguished musicians chosen by the 
Committee of the RAM Club 


8. The Prize shall be awarded annually. The RAM Club reserves the right to alter the date 
of competition and the rules, if necessary, at some future date.
